The laft accounts received here trom the Impe- 
rial army mention, that in the#mmarch trom lhova, 
in the evening of the 21it of September, two co- 
lumns croffing each otiter in thedark, and a falie 
alarm of the approach of the enemy, gave rife to 
a greatconfution, in which fome corps oi the Au- 
firian infantry fired at each other, and the batmen 
and fervants were’ ftruck with fuch a panie, that 
throwing off the loads from their hories, and out 
of their carriages, they fled precipitately, to ihat 
many officer¥ loft their baggage, and fome :¢gi- 
ments a partof their field equipabe. “The Turks 
harraffed the rear guard, but were vigorouily re- 
pulied in the attacks they made upon it, and @bti- 
ged to abandon three oi their tandards. A imart 
fkirmith however took place near Caraniebes, in 
which the Auftrians had 150 men kilied and wound- 
ed ; and fome houfes in that town were burnt by 
the Turks. ‘The Emperor continued his march ou 
the 23d to Sezakul, and on the 24th to Lugofch, 
where he remained on the 28th; the heavy bag- 
gage being fent onto Temeiwaer, without meet- 
ing any further interruption from the enemy. 

Oathe day preceding .the arrival of the army 
at Caranfebes a confiderabie nnmber of iawleis* 
Wallachians inhabiting ‘he nei®hbourhood of Lu- 
gofch, ran into the town, fpread a falfe alarm 
that the enemy were at their heels. This had the 
effeét they withed for. ‘Fhe army baggage (then 
at Lugofch) was immediately fent off to Tamet- 
waer, when the Wallachians pioceeded to Pua 
whatever they found uiguardedy and even many 
of the honfes. A military force, however, foon 
put an end to thefe enormiticdy and feveval of the
